Plantation in »'Maryland. 


Is moſt Excellent Majeſtic 
8s Having by His Letters Pa- 
rents, under the Great 

> Scale of England, granted a 
certaine Countrey 1N Awe- 
D rica (now called Maryland, 
Z©#) in honour of our gratious 
: Queene)unto the Lord Bal- 
temore, with divers Priviledges, and encou- 
ragements to all thoſe that ſhould adventure 
with his Lordſhip in the plantingof that Con. 
trey: the benefit and honour of tuch an ation 
was readily apprehended by divers Gentlemen, 
of good birth and qualitie, who rhercupon re- 
ſolued toaducnture their perſons, and a good 
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? (2.) 
part of their fortunes with his Lordſhip, in the 
. purſuite of ſo noble and (in all likelihood ) 
ſo aduantagious ancnterprize.. His Lordſhip 
way at firſt reſolued to goe in perſon, but the 
more important reaſons perſwading fs ſtay at 
home, hee appointed bis brother,, Mr. Leonard 
Calvert to gae Gorernour in his ſtead, with 
whom he joyned in Commiſhoh, Mr. lerome 
Hawzley,and Mr. Thomas Cornwaltis (two worthy 
and able Gentlemen.) Theſe with the other 
Gentlemen aduenturers, and their feruants , to 
' the number of neere 200. people, imbarked 
theſclues for the voyage, in the good ſhip called 
the Arhe, of 300. tunne & upward, which was 
attended by his Lordſhips Pinnace, called the 
Dore, of about 50. tunne. And ſoon Friday, 
the 22, 0f November, 1633. a ſmall gale of 


winde m—_—y peotly from the! North- 
c 


weft ,they weighed from the Cowes inthe If 
of Wight, about ten in the morning; And 
having ſtayed by rhe way Twenty dayes at 
the Barbada's, and Fourreene dayes at Saint 
Chriſtophers ( apon ſome neceſſary occafions ) 
they arrived at Point Comfort in Virginia, on the 
foure & twemyeth of February following. They 
had Letters from his Majeſty, in favor of them, 
to the Governour of Yirgini, inobedience 
whercunts, he uſed them with much courteſie 
and hnmanitie. Ar this rime, one Captaine 
C leyborne(oge of the Councel of Yirginia)com-

ming from the parts whether they intended to 
goe, told them that all the Natives were 
1n 44 rr of defence by rcaſon of a rumer 
ſome had raiſed amongſt them, that 6. ſhippes 
were tocome with many people, who would 
drive all the inhabitants out of the Countrey. 
Oa the 3. of March, they left Poine-Comport, punt, is

'Heere the Governor thought fir for the ſhip 
to ſtay, vntill hee had diſcovered more of the 
Countrey : and ſo hee tooke two Pinnaces, and Theno:e, and | 
went up the River ſome 4. leagues , and landed 0n-hyreain 
on the $#uth ſide, where he found the 1adians 50 
fled for feare, from thence hee ſayled ſome 9g. 
leagues higher to Patormeck Towne where the 
Werowance being a child , Archibas his vnckle $othey call 
(who governed him and his Countrey for him) tic princes: 
gave all the company good wellcome, and one 
of the company having entered intoa little dil-

_ courſe with him , touching the errours of 
their religion, bee ſcemed well pleaſed there- 
with, and at his going away , deſired him to re- 
turne thither againe, ſaying be ſhould live with, 
him, his men ſhould hunt for bim, and bee 
would divide all with him, 
From hence the Governor went to Paſchatowsy, 
abour 20.leagues higher,wherec he found many 
Indians aſſembled, and heere be met with one 
Captaine Henry Fleete an Engliſb-man, who had 
lived many yeeres among the /»dians, and by 
that meanes ſpake the Countrey language very 
well, and was much cſteemed of by the natives. 
Him our Governour ſent a ſhore to invite the 
Werowmance tO a paticy, who thereupon came 
with him aboard privatly, whcrc he was courte- 
ouſly entertained, and after ſome jarley being 
demanded by the Goverrour, whether hee 
wonld be content that he ard his people ſhould 
ſer downe in his Conntrey, in caſe he ſhould 
find a place conuenient for him, his anfwere 
was,* that he would net bid him goe neither would 
@ hre9id him ſtay, but that he might uſe hs owne 
«diſcretion, 

Vhile this Ferowancs was aboard, many of 
his people came to the water fide , fearing rhat 
he might be ſurpriſed , whereupon the Fers- 
mane commanded two Indians that came with 
him,to goc on ſhore, to quit them of this feare, 
but they anſwered, they fearcd they _ kill 

them z 
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theta, The wrowaxce therefore ſhewed him 
ſclfc upon the decke, and told them ace was in 
ſafety, wherew1th they were ſatisfied.

| ing /»8;axe, where the ſhip lay , be- 
—_ caſt off feare, and to came to their 
Court of guard, which they kept night and day 
upon Saint C/ememes Lie, partly to defend their 
barge,which was brought in pieces out of Eng- 
and, and chere made up; and partly to defend 
their men which were imployed in felling of 
trees, and cleaving pales for a Palizado, and at 
laft they ventured to come aboard the ſhip. | 

The Governour finding it not fic, for many 
reaſons, to ſeare himſelfeas yet fo high in the 
River, reſolued to retutne backe againe, and to 
take a more xa view of the lower parts, and 
fo leaving the Ship & Pinnaces there, he tooke 
his as moſt fit to ſearch rhe Creekes, 
and ſmall rivers ) and was conducted by Cap- 
taine F/eete ( who knew well the Countrey ) to 
a River on the North-ſide of Paremect river, 
within g.or$. from the mouth thereof, 
which they called Saint Georges River. They 
went up this river about 4. Leagues, and an- 
chored at the Towne of Yoaceomace : From 
whence the /ndian;of that part of the Coun- 
trey, are called the Toaromacoes : 

Ar their comming tothis place, rhe Go- 
vernour went on ſhoare , and treated friend! 
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wongſt them. VCTY kindly , and freely gave conſent that hee 
and his company ſhould dwell in. one part of 
their Towne, and reſcrued the other for them-

with the Werowance there, andacquainted him 
with the iorcat of his comming thither, to 
which hee made little: anfivere ( as it is their 


; manner, to any new or ſuddaine queſtion ) but 


entertained him,and his compauy that night in 
his bouſe, and gave him his owne bed tolic on 
(which is a matt layd on boords ) and the next 
day,went to ſhew him the country;and that day 
being ſpent in viewing the places about that 
towne , and the freſh waters,which there are ve- 
ry plentifull , and excelleat good (but the 
maine rivers are ſalt) the Govert or determined 
to make the firſt Colony there, and (o gave or- 
der forthe Ship and Pinnaces tocome thither, 

This place he found tobea very commodi- 
ous firuation for a Towne, in regard the land is 
good. the ayre wholſome and pleaſant, the Ri- 
ver affords adafe harbour for ſhips of any bur- 
then, and a very bould ſhoare , freſh water, and 
wood there is in great plenty, and the place ſo 
naturally fortified , as with little difficyltie, it 
will be defended from any enemie. 

To make his chtry peaccable. and ſafe, hee 
thought fie to preſent the #erowence and the 
Wiſoes of the Towne with ſome Eng/iſh Cloth, 
(ſuchas is uſed in trade with the Indians) Ax- 
es, Howes, and Knives, which they accepted 


ſclues, 
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(clues : and thoſe Indians that dwelt in thar 
part of the Towne , which was allotted for the 
Engliſh, frecly left them their houſes, and ſome 
corne that they had begun to plant : It was alſo 
agreed betweenthem, thatat the end of harueſt 
they ould leave the whole towne; which they 
did accordingly : And they made mutuall pro- - 
miſes to each other, ro live friendly and peace- 
ably rogether, and if any injury ſhould happen 
to be done on any part, that fatisfaftion ſhould 
be made for the ſame, and thus upon the 27. 
day of March, Anno Domini, 1634. the 'Go- 
vernour tooke poſlefſion of the place, and na- 
med the Towne Saint Aſartes. 

There was an occaſion that much facilita- 
ted their treaty with theſe /ndians , which was 
this : The Saſquehanocks ( a warlike people that 
inhabire betweene Cheſopeact bay, and Dela- 
ware bay ) did vſually make warres, and incur- 
ſons upon the neighbouring 1ndians, partly 
for ſuperiority , partly for to get their Wo- 
men, and what — purchaſe they could meer 
with, which theſe /ndjans of Tocomace fearing, 
had the yeere before our arivall there , made a 
reſolution, for their ſafety ,- to remove them- 
ſelues higher into the Countrey where it was 
more populous, and many of them were gone 
thither before the Engliſb arrived. 

Three dayes after their comming to Toachn- 
cothe Arke with the two Pinaces arived there. 
B 2 The 
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The Indians much wondred ts fee ſuch ſhips, 
and at the thuadering of the Ordnance when 
they came to an Anchor. 

The next day they began toprepare for their 
bouſes, and firſt of all a Court of Guard, and a 
Store-houſe; in the meane time they lay a- 
bord the ſhip : They had not becne there many 
dayes before Sir lohn Haruie the governor of 
V.rginea came thither to viſit them, Alſo ſome 
Indian #erowances, and many other Indians 
f om (cverall parts came to ſee them, among? 
Oihers the Weron ance of Patuxent came tO viiit 
the Goverrour, an being brought into the 
ercat Cabin of the thip, was placed berweene 
the Governour of Yirginea, and the Governour 
of Harland, and a Patuxent Indian that came 
with him, comming into the Cabin, and find- 
ing the # erowance thus fitting betweene the 
two Governours, ſtarted backe, fearing the #e- 
romance was ſurpriſed , and was ready to have 
leapt overboard , and could not be perſwaded 
to come into the Cabin, untill the Peroraxce 
came himſclfe unto him; for he remembred 
how the ſaid Ferorance bad formerly becne ta- 
ken priſoner by the Engliſh of Virginia. 

After they had finiſhed the ftore-houſe, and 
unladed the thip, the Governour thought fir to 
bring the Colours on ſhore, which were atten- 
ded by all the Gentlemen, and the reſt of the 


ſcrvants inarmes ; who received the Colours 
with

with a volley of ſhot, which was anſwered by 
the Ordnance from the ſhips; Ar this Cere- 
mony were prelcns,the werowances of Patuxent, 
and Teacemaco, with many other Indians , and 
the Ferowance of Patuxent hereupon tooke oc- 
caſion to adviſe the Indians of Toacomareto be 
carefull to keepe the league that they had 
made with the Engliſh. He ſtayed with them 
divers dayes, and uſed many Indian Comple- 
ments, and at his departure hee ſaid tothe Go- 
vernour, © 1 loue the Engliſh ſowell, that if 
© they ſhould goc about to kill me,if I had bur 
*« {0 much breath as to ſpeake ; I would com- 
* mand the people, not to revenge ny death , 
* for I know they would not doe ſuch a thing, 
* cxcept it were through mine owne default, 
They brought thither with them ſome ſtore 
of Indian Corne, from the Barbads's, which ar 
their firft arivall they began tovſe (thinking 
fit to reſerve their Engliſh proviſien of Meale 
and Oatemeale) and the Indian women ſecing 
their ſervants to bee unacquainted with the 
manner of drefſing it,yould make bread there- 
of for them , and teach them how rodoe the 
like : They found alſo the countrey welt ſtored 
with Corne (which they bought with truck, 
fuch as there is defired , rhe Natiues having n@ 
knowledge of the uſe of money ) whereof they 
ſold them ſuch p!enty, as that they fent 1000. 
buſhells of it to New- Exg/and,to provide thera 
B 3 ſome 
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ſome ſalt-fiſh , and other commodities which 
they wantcd. 

During thc timethat the /ndians ſai'd by the 
Engliſh at Toacomaco, they went dayly to hunt 
with them for Deere and Turkics wherof ſome 
they gaue them for Preſents, ard the meaner 
ſort would fell them to them, for knives, beades 
and the like : Alſo of Fiſh,the natives broughr 
thera great ſtore, anc. inall things dealt very 
friendly with them , their women and children 
came very np_ amongſt them,which was 
a certaine ſigne of their confidence of them, it 
being found by experience, that they never ar- 
tempt any ill, where the women are, or may be 
in danger. 

Their comming thus to ſcate upon an Indi- 
an Towne, where they found ground cleered 
to their hands, gave them opportunity ( al- 
though they came late in the yeere) to plane 
ſome Corne,and to make them gardens, which 
they ſowed with Engliſh ſceds of all forts, and 
they proſpered exceeding well. They allo 
made what haſte they could to finiſh their 
houſes , but before they could accompliſh all 
theſe things,one Captaine Cleyborne (who had 
a deſire to appropriate the trade of thoſe parts 
unto himſelfc)began tocaft out words among t 
the Indians, ſaying, That thoſe of Toacomare 
were Spaniards and his encmics; and by this 
meanes endeavoured to alicnatethe mindes of 

the

the Natives from them, ſo that they did not re- 
ccive them fo friendly as farmerly they had 
done. This cauſed them to lay afide all orher 
workes,and to finiſh their Fort,which they did 
within the ſpace of one moneth , where _ 
mounted ſore Ordnance,and furniſhed it wit 
ſome murtherers, and ſuch other meancs of de- 
fence as they thoughe fir for their ſaferies.: 
which being done, they proceeded with their 
Houſcs and finiſhed them, with convenicar ac- 
commodations belonging thereto: And al- 
though they had thus put themſclves in ſafety, 
yet they ccaſed not to procure to put theſe jea- 
louſies out of the Natives minds , by treating 
and vſing them in the moſt courteous manner 
they could,and at laſt prevailed theretn,and ſer- 
led a very firme peace and friendſhip with 
them. They procured from Virginia, Hogges, 
Poultrey,and ſome Comes, and ſame male cat- 
tell, which hath given: them a foundarion for 
- breed and call; and whoſo defires it, may 
furniſh himſelfe with ſtore of Cartell from 
thence,bur the hogges and Poultrey are already 
increaſed in Mary/and,toa great ſtocke,ſulkics 
ent to ſerve the Colonte very plentifully. They 
have alſo ſctup a Water-mill for the grinding 
of Corne,1djoyning tothe Towne. 

Thus within the ſpace of fixe meneths, was 
laid the foundation of the Colonie in Afary- 
land; and whoſoever intends now tO "—_— 
ther

ther, ſhall fnde the way fo troden, that hee 
may proceed with much more caſe and confi- 
dence then theſe firſt adventurers could , who 
were ignorant both of Place , People, and all 
thingselſe, and could expe to find nothing 
bur what nature produced : beſides, they could 
not in reaſon but thinke,the Natives would op- 
poſe them ; whereas now the Countrey is di- 
covercd, and friendſhip with the Natives is aſ- 
ſured , houſes built, and many other accom- 
modartions,as Cattell, Hogges, Poultry, Fruits 
and the like brought thither from England, 
Virgines, and other places, which are vſcfull, 
both for profit and Pleaſure : and without boa- 
fting it may be ſaid, that this Colony hath a- 
rived to more in ſixe moneths, then Yirginia 
did in as many yeercs. If any man ſay,they are 
beholding to FYirginea for ſo ſpeedy a ſupply of 
many of thoſe things which they of Yirginis 
were forced to fetch from England and other 
remote places, they will confeſle it, and ac- 
rocviedge themſelves glad that YVirgznea is (0 
neerea neighbour, na: that it is ſo well ſtored 
of all noceliarte] for to make thoſe parts happy, 
and the people to live as plentifully as in any 0- 
ther part of the world, only they wiſh that they 
would be content their neighbours might live 
in peace by-them, and then no donbr they 
ſhould find a great comfort each inother, 
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degrees © 36 and-40 of North-Latigude, Yir- 
ginia bounds it oa the South, Nex-Exglend on 
the North,and the Occan%on tha Eaſt, butthe 

Weſterne parts are not yet diſcovered. 
The ternpet of the Ayre is very goed, and a- 
rees well with the _ » as appcarcd ar 
their firſt comming thither , 2 had no 
houſes to ſhelter them, and their people were 
C _ enforced 
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enforced, not onely to labour in the day, but to 
watch in their turties at night, yer had their 
healths exceedingwell : In Summer its hot as 
in Spaine, andin Winter there is froſt and 
ſnow, but it ſeldome laſts long ; this laſt Win- 
ter was the coldeſt that had beene knowne in 
many yeercs : but the-yrere before , there was 
ſcarce any ſigne of Wiater, onely that the 
leaves fell from the trees, in all other things ir 
appeared to be Summer; and yet the laſt Win- 
ter, both their Cattell and Hoggs kept them- 
ſelves in the woods, without any fodder, or 0- 
ther belpe,and che Hoggs thrived ſo well, that 
ſome of them were killed our of the woods for 
Porke and Bacon , which was excellent good 
and far. . 

The Windes there gre variable; from the 
South comes Heat, Guſts,and Thunder, from 
the North,or North-weſt,cold-weather, and in 
winter, Froſt and Snow, from the Eaft and 
South-eaſt, Raine. 

The ordinary entrance by Sea into this 
Countrey,is betweene two Capes, which are 
diſtant each from other, about 7 or 8 leagyves, 
the South-Cape is called Cape-Henry , the 
North, Cape-Charles, When you are come 
within the Caper, you eater 1:to a faire Bay, 
which is navigable for at leaſt 200 miles, and 
is called Cheſopeack Bay, and runneth Norther- 
ly : Into this Bay fall many goodly navigable 

Rivers, 
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Rivers, the chiefe whercof is Paromack, where 
\ the Colony is now ſeated. It's navigable for 
.140 miles,it begins tobe freſh abour 2 leagves 
above Patomach Towne. The next River North- 
ward is Patuxent, which at the entrance is di- 
ſtant from the other, about 26 miles, and is a 
very pleaſant and commodious River \Ir's fic 
for habiration,and eaſie tobe defended,by rea- 3 
ſonof the 1lands and other places of advantage, 
that may command itz from thence,unrill you 
come to the head of the Bay, there are no more 
Rivers that are inhabited : There dwell the S2ſ- 
quehanocks, upon a River that is not navigable 
ſor our Boates,by reaſon of Sholes and Rockes, 
but they paſſe it in * Camoos ; Ar the entrance *Arcarme 
thereof, there is an Tland which will command => - wp 
that River, Vpon the Eaſt ſide of this BayTie © 
very many Ilands which are not inhabited, 
where are ſtore of Deere, 
On the Eaſterne ſhore of the Country,which 
« Lieth' upon the maine Ocean, are ſundry ſmall 
Crcekes, and one likely to proove a very com- 
modious harbour, called Aatſopongue; neere 
the mouth whereof, lieth an 7 of abour 
20 miles in length,and thence about 6 leagues 
more Northerly, another Iland called Chingors, 
and about ſeaven leagues beyond that , to rhe » 
North, opens another very large faire Bay, cal- 
led Delaware Bay. This Bay is agout $ leagues 
wide at the entrance , and into it, there fa!'s a 
| C 2 " very 
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very faire navigable River, 

The Countrey is generally plaine and even, 
and yet hath ſome pritty ſmall hills and ri- 
fings; It's full of Rivers and Creekes,and bath 
ftore of Springs and ſmall Brookes : The 
Woods for the moſt pert are free from under- 
wood ſo that a man may travell on horſebacke, 
almofk any-where, arhunt for bis recrcation, 
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The Commodities which this 
Countrey affords naturally. 


LF His County affords naturally, 
N many excellent things. for Phy- 
ſicke and Surgery , the perfe&t 
uſe of which, the Exglih Can- 
© not yet learne from the Na- 
mY tives: They have a roote which 
is an excellent preſeruative againſt Poyſon, 
called by the Engliſh, the Snake rooze. Other 
herbes and rootes they have, wherewith they 
cure all manner of woundes ; alſo Sexafras, 
Gummes,and Bglſum. An Indian {ceing one of 
the Engliſh, much troubled with the tonth-ake, 
fetched of the roote of a tree , and gave the par- 
ty ſome of it tohold in his mouth, and it caſed 
the paine preſently, They have other rootes fit 
for dyes, wherewith they make colours to paiar 
themſelnes, 


The 
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The Timber of theſe parts'ts very good, and 
in aboundance, it is aſefiil for building of hou- 
ſes, and ſhippts ; the white Oake is good for 
Pipe-ftaves,the red Oake for waineſcot. There 
is alſo Walnur,Cedar, Pine, & Cipreſle, Cheſ- 
nut, Elme, Aſhe, and Popler, all which are for 
Building, and Husbandry. Alſo there are di- 
vers ſorts of Fruit-trees, as Mulberrics, Perſi- 
mons,with ſeverall other kind of Plammes,and 
Vines, in great aboimdance. The Maſt and 
tbe Cheſours, and what+;rpates they find 
in the woods, doe feede the Swine very fat, and 
will breede great ſtore,both for their owne pro- 
viſion,or for merchandiſe, and ſuch as is nor in- 
ferior tothe Bacon of weffphalia. 

Of Strawberries, there 1s plenty , which are 
ripe in Apri//: Mulberries in May ; and Raſpi- 
ces in June; Maracocks which is ſonrewhar like 
a Limon, are ripe in Auguſt, | 
In the Spring, there are Greall ſorts of herbes, 
as Corn-ſallet, Violets, Sorrell, Purſlaine, all 
which ate very good and wholſome, and by the 
Engliſh, uſed for ſallets, and in broth. 
| fn the upper parts of the Countrey, there 
| are Bufeloes, Elkes, Lions, Beares, Wolues, and 
Deare there are great ſore, in alt places that 
are not roo much frequented, as a'ſo Beavers, 
. Foxes, Otters, and many other ſorts of Beaſts. 
Of Birds, there is the Eagle, Goſhawke, 


_ « Falcon, Lanner, Sparrow- hawke , and Mcrlin, 


alſo 
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alſo wild Turkeys in great aboundance, where- 
of many weigh 50. pounds,and upwards;and of 
Partridge plenty : There are likewiſe ſund 
ſorts of Birds which fing,whbercof ſome are red, 
ſome blew, others blacke and yellow, ſome like 
our Black-birds, others like Thruſhes , but not 
of the ſame kind , with many more , for which 
wee know NO names. 

In Winter there is great plenty of Swannes, 
Cranes, Geeſe, Herons, Ducke, Teale, Widge- 
on, Brants , and Pidgeons , with other ſorts, 
whercof there are none in England. 

The Seca, the Bayes of Cheſopeact, and Dels- 
ware, and generally all the Rivers, doe abound 
with Fiſh of ſererall ſorts,for many of them we 
bave no Zng/iſh names : There are Whales, 
Sturgeons uery large and good, and in great a- 
boundance, Grampuſes, Porpuſes, Mullets, 
Trouts, Soules, Place, Mackerell,Perch, Crabs, 
Oyfters, Cockles, and Muſsles, But above all 
theſe, the fiſh that have no Engliſh names, arc 
the beſt except the Sturgeons: There 1s alſo x 
fiſh like the Thornebacke in England, which 
hath ataile a yard long, wherein arc ſh 
prickles, with which if 1t ſtrike a man, it will 
put him to much paine and torment, bur it is 

very good meate: alſo the Tode-fifh , which 
will ſwell till it be ready to bur, if it be taken 
out of the water. | 


The Mineralls have not yet beene much 
ſcarched 
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ſcarched after, yet there is diſcovered Iron 
Oarc;and Earth fatt ro make Allum,T errs lom- 
#i4, and a red ſoile like Bolcarmonicke, with 
ſundry ather ſorts of Minerdlls, which wee have 
nor yet beene able ro make any-tryall of, 

The ſoile generally is very rich, like that 
which is about Cheeſweeke necre Landon, where 
it is worth 20.ſhillings an Acre yeerely to Til- 
lage in the Common-fields, and in very man 
places, you ſhall have two focte of blacke rich 
mould, wherein you ſhall ſcarce find a ftone, ir 
is like a ſifted Garden-mould , and is fo rich, 
that if ir be not firſt planted with /ndie» corne, 
Tobacco, Hempe, or ſoine ſuch thing that may 
take off the rankneſſe thereof, it will not be fig 
for any Engliſh graine; and under that, there is 
found good loame, whereof wee have made. as 
good bricke as any in England; there is great 
ftore of Mariſh ground alſo, that with good 
husbanery, will make as rich Medow , avany in 
the world : There is tore of Marle, both blue; 
and white, and in many places, excellent clay 
for pr and tylcs; and to conclude , there is 
nothing char can be reaſonably cxpeRted in a 
place lying in the latitude which chis. dorh,bue 
you ſhall either find it here to grow naturally: 
or Induſtry, and good husbandry will pro- 


duce it,

Ee that well conſiders tbe fitua- 
tion of this Covntrey,and findes 
) it placed betweene Yirginiaand 
New-England,cannot bur, by bis 
= owne reaſon, conclude that it 
muſt needs participate of the natural! commo» 
ditics of hor places, and be capable of thoſe 
which induſtry brings into cither , the diſtan- 
ces being (o (mall detweene them : you ſhall 
find inthe Southerne parts of Margond » all 
that Virginia hath naturally ; and inthe Nor- 
therne parts,what New-Eng/and produceth, and 
he that readey Captaine oþn Smith ſhall ſee at 
large diſcourſed what is in Virginie and in Ma- 
{tcr Yifiam wood, who this yecre hath written @ 

D trea- 
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treaC land, be may know what is 
SEN roles he mer kpor os 
"Yrs to ſay ſomething of it in particular. 
Nrhe firſt place I name Cerne, as the thi 
moſt neceſſary to ſuſtaine man; Thar which 
the Natives uſe inthe Countrey, wakes very 
good bread, and alſo a meafe wich chey call 
Omene;it's like our Furmety, and is very ſavory 
and wholc{ome  ,it, will Maultand make good 
Beere; Alſo the Natives have a ſort of Pulſe, 
which we calf: Peaſe and- Beawes, thataje very 
good. This Corne yeelds a great increaſc, (© 
doth the Peaſe and Beanes : One man may in a 
ſeaſon, well plant ſo much as will yeeld a hun- 
dred buſhetls of this Corne, 2o buſhells of 
Beanes and Peaſe, and yetattend a crop of Te- 
bacco: which according-to the wer" of the 
ground may be more or lefſe, bur is ordinarily 
accompred betweene 800 and 1000 pound 
weight. 

They have made tryall of EhgiIfh Pes/?, and 
they grow very well, alſo Murk-neelterg,' water- 
wellons, Com-rumibers , with all ſotrs of garden 
Roots and Herbes,as Carrots, P arſenips,T wrnipy, 
Cabberet R1difb, with many more, and in Fir- 
ginis they have ſowed Engliſh wheare and Bar- 
ley,and it yeelds twife as much increaſe as in 
Ergland , ard although there be not many that 
doe apply themſclves to plant Gardens and 


Orchards, yet thoſe that doe ir,find much 424 
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fit and pleaſure thereby: They have Peares, 
ples,atid ſeverall ſorts of Plummes, Pracba 
abundgnee,and 2s gaod as thoſe of. {3.4y; fo are 
the Mcfonyand Pumpioos: Ape + Fi 
and Pomegranates proſper exceedingly .” they 
haue lately planted Orange and Limon trees 
which thrive very wel: and in fine,there is ſcarce 
any fruit that Frowes it Pug land, France, Spaine, 
or /taly,but hath been trycd there, and proſpers 
well. You may thete alſo have Hempand Flax; 
Pitch and Tarre, with little labour irs apr for 
Rapeſdcd,and Aunis-ſeed, Woad, Madder, Saff- 
ran, &c. There may be had, Silke-wormes,the 
Countrey being ſtored with Mulberries : and 
the ſuperflaity of wood wiltproduce Potaſhes. 

And for Pine, there is nodoubt byr it will 
be made there in plenty, for the ground doth 
naturally bring foorth Vines, in fuch aboun- 
dance,that they are as Ren there, as Bram- 
bles arc here. ſron'may be mage therewigh lit wc 
charge ; Brave ſhips may bebuiftvichgur re- 
quiring any materialls from other parts : Clab- 
board, Wainſcott, Pipeſtives and Maſts for 
ſhips the woods will afford pletifully, To fine, 
Butter and Cheeſe, Porke and Baton, totrathſport 
co other countrys will be no ſmall commodity, 
which by 1nduftry may be quickly had there in 
great plenty, &c. And if there were no other 
[taple commoditics tobe hoped for,bur Silke 
and Linnen(tbe materialls of which,apparantly 
will grow there) it were ſuthcicpt roenrich che 
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Of the Naturall diſpoſition 
ofthe Fndiens which Inha: 
bite the parts of » Maryland 
where tlie Englſþh are ſea- 
ted : And their manner of 


living. 


zE E that hath a Curioſity 
to know all rhat hath beene 
obſcrued of the Cuſtomes 
and manners of the ndiens, 
> may find large diſcourſes 
d thercof in Captaine Swiths 
Booke of Virginie, and Mr. 
words of New - England : 
but he that is defirous to gos to Harylend, 
ſhall heere find enough to informe him of what 
is neceflary for him ro know touching them, 
By 
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By Captaine Swirh's, and many other Relati- 
ons you may be informed, that the People are 
War-licke, and have done much harme co the' 
Englilh , and thereby are tmade very terrible. 
Others ſay that they are a baſe and cowardly 
People, and to be contemned: and it is thought 
by ſome who would be eſteemed Stateſ-men, 

that the only point of pollicie 'that the Engii 

can uſe, is, rodeſtroy the Indians , Or to dari 
them out of the Countrey, without which, ic is 
not to be hoped that they can be ſecure. The 
truth is, if they be injured, they may. well be 
feared, they being People that have able bo- 
dies, and generally, taller, and bigger limbed 
then the Engliſh,and want not courage; but the 
oddes wee have of them in ear weapens, keepes 
ghem in awe, otherwiſe they would not Qlie 
from the Engliſh, as they have done in the time 
of Warres with thoſe of Firginis, and out of 
that reſpe@, a ſmall number of evurmen being 
armed,will aduenture upon a _ troope of 
theizs,and for no other reaſon ,for they are re- 
folute and fubtile enough : But from to 
conchude, that there can be no ſafety to live 
with them, is'a very great errour, Experience 
hath caught us, that by kind and faire uſage,the 
Natives arc not onely become peaceable, but 
alſo friendly , and have upon all occafions per- 
formed as many friendly Offices to the Engliſ 
in Maryland, and New-Fmland, as any neigh- 
D 3 bour 
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bour ot - fried ulcs to doe it the moſt Civilf 
parts of Chrtſtendome : Therefore any wiſe 
man will hold ita far more juſt, and reaſonable 
way to treat the Pegple of the Qoungrey' well, 
thereby to induce them to eivility,and to teach 
them the uſe of husbandry, ard Mechanick 
trades, whereof they are capable, which may 
in time be very uſefull ro the Englcſb ; and-the 
Planters to keepe themſelues trong,and united 
in Townes at leaft for a competent number,and 
then noe man can reaſonably doubt, either ſur- 
priſe, or any.other ill dealing from them. ' 
But to proceede, hee that (ces them, may 
know how men lived while the world was un- 
der the Law of Nature; and as by nature, fo 4- 
mongſt them , all men are free, bur yet, {ybjet 
to command for the publike defence. © Theig 
Government is Monarchicall, he that governes 
in chiefe,is called the #erowance, and is aſſiſted 
by ſome that conſult with hia of the comnzan 
affaires, whoarc called #iſoes : They have,no 
Lawes, but the Law of Nature. agd diſcretivn, 
by which all things are ruled, onely, Cuſtome 
hath introduced-a }aw for the!Sycee flion.of xbe 
Government, wbieh is this,, when ai egamuaee 
dierh. his eldeſt ſonne ſucceeds ,. and after him 
_ the:ſ<cond, and fo the reſt, each for their. lives, 
andwhen all the ſonnes are dead , then the ſons 
of the #erowances eldeſt daughter ſhall ſuc- 
ceede, and'{o if he have more daughters; for 
they

' aQte windy EO ſome of thern have{buie 
that is not general!) then the beft beloved wiſe 
performta all rhe offices of che houſe, and 
ade ore comept thereinc-The womed 
( befhde the houſhold buſineſſe), uſe to make 
Matts,yhich ſerre to cover their houſes,and ſor 
beds z alſo they make baskets, fome of Ruſhes, 
others of Silke-graſſe,which are very handſom. 
The Children live with their Parents ; the 
Boyes until] they come tothe (full growth of 
men, (ſor they reckon not by yeeres,as we =y 
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then they are put intorhe number of Bow-men, 
and are called Black es (and (ſo continue 
mncill; they take them wives)  Vhen they are 
to be maceBlack the ancient men thar 
pa_m_ tel] chem, That if they will 
valiant and ient tro the Weromence, Wiſes 
and Cotcoroeſes, then their god will love them, 
all men will cfteemeofthem, and they ſhall 
kill Deere, and Tarkies, catch Fiſh, and all 
things ſhall goo well with them,; bur if other- 
wiſe,rhen ſhall all goe contrary : which perfiva- 
fron mooves in them an incredible obedience to 
their commands , If they bid chem take fire in 
Cn ey will doe ou 
other d re thing, although with the appa- 
neduuref ware on * 
The woraca remaine with their Parents un. 
till they have husbands, and if the Parents bee 
dead,chen with ſome other of cheir fricyds. If 


the hueband dic, he leaves all tharhe hath to. 


his wife; except his bow and arrowes, and ſome 
Beades (which they uſually bury with them ) 
and ſhe is ro keepe the childreftiuarill the ſons 
come to be men, and then they tive where they 
pleaſe, for all mens houſes are free unto them , 
and the daughrers untill they have husbands, 
The manner of their marriages is thus; he thar 
would have a wife, treates with the father, or if 
he bedead, with the friend that takes care of 
her whom he deſircs to have to wife, and agrecs 

s with 
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wich him for a quantity of Beades,or ſome ſuch 
other thing which is actepted amongſt them , 
which he is to give for her,and maſt be payed at 
the day of rheir marriage; and then the day be- . 
ing appointed,all the friends of both parts meer 

at the mans houſe that is to have the wife , and 
each one brings a preſence of racare and the wo- 
man that is tobe married alſo brings ber pre- 
ſenc: when the company 15 all come, the man 
he fits ar the upper end of the hoaſe, and rhe 
womans friends leade her up, and place ber by 
him,chen all the company fit down upon mats, 
on the ground (as their manner is) and che wo- 
man riſcth and ſerves dinner, Firſt to ber hus- 
band,then to all the company ;z the reſtof the 
day they - in ſingi dancing (which 
is not unpleaſant) at night the campany leaves 
theE, and comonly they live very dead 
lovingly together; Yet it falls out ſomerimes , 
thata man puts away one wife and takes ano- 
ther; then ſhe and her children recurne to ber 
friends EY are generally very obedient 
to their husbands,and you thal feldome heare a 
woman ſpeake in the preſence.of her husband, 
except he aske ber ſome queſtion. 

This people live to a great age, which = 
peares, in that altch they marry not ſo 
yong as we doe in England, yet you may ſee ma- 
ny of them great-grandfathers ro children of 
good bignefſe ; and continue at that age, my 

E able 
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able and ftreag men: The Men and Womer 
have all blacke bairegrhich is much bigger and 
harſher thehi ours, it is rare to ſee any of chem 
to waxe gray, alrbough they be very old , but 
never bauld : Tc is ſeldome ſeene that any of the 
men have beards, but they weare long focks, 
which reach to their ſhoulders, and {ome of 
them to their waſts : are of a comely ſta- 
ture, well favoured, and excellently well tim- 
bed, and ſeldome any deformed. . In their 
warres, and hunting , they uſe Bowes and Ar- 
rowes ( but the Arrowes are not poyſoned, as in 
other places.) The Arrow-heads are made of 
a Flint-ſtone, the top of a Deares borne,or ſome 
Fiſh-bone, which they faſten with a ſore of 
glew, which they make. They alſo uſe in 
warres , a ſhort club of a cubite long, which 
they call a Tomahawk. 

They live for the moſt part in Townes, like 
Countrey Villages in Zng/s#d; Their houſes 
are made like our Arboures, covered ſome 
with matts, others with barke of trees , which 
defend them from the injury of the weather: 
The fiers are inthe midſt of the houſe, and a 
hole in the top for the ſmoake to goe out at. 
In length,ſome of them are 30.others 40. ſome 
a 100, foote; and in breadth about 1 2. foote. 
They have ſome things amongſt them which 
may well become Chriftians to imitate, as 
their temperarice in cating and GEOY, =_ 

uſtice 
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luſtice cach toother, for it is never beard of, 
that thoſe of a Natioa will rob or fteale one 
from another. and the Exgliſh doe often truſt 
_ _ _ to deale for them _— 
performed it very juſtly: 

they day ſent letters by them to Virginia and 
into other parts of the Countrey, unto their 
ſeruatts that have becne trading abroad, and 
oy have delivered them , and brought backe 
anſwere thercofunto thoſe that ſent them, Al- 
ſd their conuenſation each with other , is peace- 
able, and free from all ſcurrulous words, which 
may giveoffence ; They are very hoſpitable co 
their owne people, and to ſtrangers, they are al- 
ſo of a grave comportment : Some of the Ad- 
uenturers ata time , was at one of their feaſts, 
when Two hundred of them did meer _—_— 
they cate of but one diſh at a meale,, 

man, a|though there be never ſo many, is ſerued 
in a diſh by himſelfe ; their diſhes are made of 
wood, but handſomely wrought : The dinner 
| laſted two houres ; and after dioner, they 

and danced about two houres more,in all whic 
time,not one word or action paſt them 
that could give the leaſt diſturbance to the 
company; In the moſt grave aſſembly ,no man 
can expe to find ſo much time paſt with more 
ſilence atd gravitie : Some {ndiaws comming 
On a time tO [ames Towne in FVirginis, it bhappe- 
ned,that there then ſate the Councell ro heare 
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cauſes,and the /ndians ſeeing ſuck an aflembly, 
asked what it meant? Anfwere was made, there 
was beld a MHatch-comare (which the Indians 
call their place of Councell ) the Indian reply- 
ed, that they all talke at once, but wee doe not 
ſo in our Astch-romars. 

—— ID is decent and mode on 

irwafts, weare 2 covering 

scinnes, ich racket, to their knees, and up- 
on their ſhoulders a large mantle of skinnes, 
which comes downe to the middle of the 
legge, and ſome to the heele ; in winter they 
weare it furred, in ſummer without ; VWhen 
men hunt they pur off cheir Mantles, ſo doe the 
women when they worke,if rhe weather be hot : 
The women affe& ro weare chaines and brace- 
lets of beades, ſeme of the betrer fort of them, 
weare ropes of Pearle about their necks, and 
ſome hanging in their eares,yhich are of a large 
ſort, but ſpoyled with burning the Oyſters 
in the fire, and the rude boaring of chem. And 
they and the young men uſe to paint their fa- 
ces with ſeverall colours , but fince the Eng/ifb 
came thither, thoſe about them have quite left 
it;and in many things ſhew a great inclination 
toconforme themſelues to the Engliſh 

of living. The Ferowance of Pafhmancy deft 

red the Governor to ſend him a man that could 

build him a houſe like the Engliſh, and in ſun- 
dry reſpe ts,commended our manner of living,

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as much better then theur vero nr yore 
of Patuxent , gocs frequently in Eng/iſb Attire, _ 
ſodoch hee pernbarh, = maby others thit 1 
have bought Clothes of the Engliſh : Theſe 
Werewances have made requeſt, that ſome of 
their children may be brought up among 'the 
Engliſb, and every way, ſhew great demonſtra- 
_ of friendſhip, and good affection un- 
to them. .

which doe no harme, to the good place ; where 
they ſhall have all ſorrs of plicaſbre. | 
It happened the laſt yeere, that ſome of the 
Saſquethanecks and the Wicomeſſes ( who are cne-' 
Mics ) met at the Iland of 'Mexepenſon, where 
E 3 Caprtaine 
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Captaine Cltyberne liverh , they all came to 
trade, and one of the Saſqueharocks did an Inju- 
ry toaicomeſſe, whereat ſome of Cleybernes 
people that ſaw it, did laugh. The wicemeſſes 
ſeeing themſelues thus injured and deſpiſed 
(as they chought)went away,and lay in ambuſh 
for thereturne of the Soſquehanochs, and killed 
five of them, onely twoeſcaped ; and then they 
returned againe, and killed three of Cl/eybornes 
People, and ſome of his Cattle; about two 
moneths/after this'was done, the 'Ficomeſſes 
ſent a meſſenger unto his Lordſhips Governor, 
to cxtcuſe the fat ; and rooffer ſatisfaRion for 
the harme thatwas done-to the Engliſh : The 
*icomeſſe that came with the meflage., broughe 
in his company an /ndian, of the Towne of P «- 
rwxent, which is the next neighbouring Towne 
unto the Zxg/iſbat Saint Maries , with whom 


bave good correſpondence, and het ſpake 
_ Governour in this manner. F? | 


Am a Native of Patuxent, as this man 

(whom you know ) can tell you, true it 15, 
married a wife amongſt the #icomeſſes, where | 
bave lived ever ſince, and they have ſent me to 
tell you, that they are ſorry for the harme, 
which was lately done by ſome of their people, 
to the Engliſh at Monaponſon, and hope you 
will not make the raſh a of a few young men, 


(which was done in heate) a quarrell to their ' 


Nation, 


XUM 
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Nation, who defire to live in peaceiand love 
with you, and are ready to make” ſarifaQion 
For che Injury, deſiring toknowmwhat will give 
you content ; and thace they wilÞreturne ſuch 
things as were then taken from thence ;:Bur 
withall, they deſire you not tothiake that they 
doe this for feare, for they have warreswithehe 
Soſquehinecks , who have |by a ſurpriſe, lately 
killed many of their men, but they would not 
ſue to them for peace, intending to revenge 
the injuries , as they' could find ItIG, 
yet their deſire was to have peace with the 
Engliſh. 

The Governour returned anſwere to the #7- 
come ſince you acknowledge the ]njury, and 
are ſorry for it; and onely defire to know what 
I expe& for ſatisfationy Lyell you I expeR 
that thoſe men , who have done this out-rage, 
ſhould be delivered unto me; to doe with them 
as I ſhall thinke fir, and likewiſe that you re- 
ſtoreall ſuch things.as you ther tooke from 
the Engliſh, and withall,, charged him with a 
ſecond Injuty attempted upon ſome of his 
owne People, ſince that time, by the Fice- 
meſſes. 

The Yicomeſſe after a little pauſe, replyed, It 
is the mianner amongſt us /ndiaxs , that if any 
ſuch like accident happen, wee doe redeeme 
the life of a man that is ſo ſlaine, with a 100. 
armes length of Rearoke (which' is a ſort of 
Beades

Beades that they make, and uſe for money) and 
ſince that you are heere ſtrangers, and come in- 
toour Cou » you ſhould rather conforme 
your (clues to the Cuftomes of our —_— 
then impoſe yours upon us ; But as for the ſc- 
cond matter, I know nothing of it,nor can give 
afy aglwere thcreunto. 
The Governour then told him; It ſeemes 
come not ſuthcicntly inſtructed in the bu- 
ſinefſe which wee have with the ”icomeſſes, 
therefore tell chem what I have ſaid and that [ 
expect a ſpeedy anſwere ; and fodiſmiſt him, 
Ic fell in the way of my diſcourſe, to ſpeake 
of the /»dian money of thoſe parts, It is of two 
ſorts, wow pempeag and Roanoake, both of them 
are made of a Fiſh-ſhell, that they gather by 
the Sca ſide, Womponpeaeg is of the greater ſort, 
and Reanoake of the leſſer, and the Wompompeaes 
1s three times the value of Reeweake; and thelſc 
ſerue as Gold and Siluer doe heere; they barter 
alſo one commoditie for another, and are very 
ad of trafficke and commerce , Tofarre as to 
upply their neceſſities : They ſhew no great 
deſire of heaping wealth, yer ſome they will 
have to be buryed with them, If they were 
Chriſtians, and would live ſo free from cove- 
touſneſſe, and many other vices which abound 
in Chriſtendome,they would be a brave people. 
I therefore conclude, that fince God Almigh- 
ty hath made this Countrey ſo latge and — 
ull,

full, and that the e be ſuch as you have 
heard them deſcribed. It is much more Pru- 
denceand Charity,to Civilize, and make them 
Chriſtians, then to kill, robbe , and hunt them 
from place to place, as you would doe a wolfe. 
By reducing of them, God ſhall be ſerucd , his 
Majeſties Empire enlarged by the addition of 
many thouſand SubjeRs, as well as of large 
Territories, our Nation hanoured', ang 

Planters themſelues enriched by the traificke 
and commerce which'may be had with them ; 
and in many other things, they may be uſefull, 
bur- prejudicial! they cannot be, if it be not 
through their owne faults,by negligence of for- 
tifying themſclues,and not conſeruing milita- 
ry diſcipline.

in or upon the dwellers and inbabitants of the 
foreſatd Province, for their Lands, Tenements, 
goods or Chatrells within the (aid Province,or 
1n or upon any goods or merchandizes , within 
the ſaid Province, or to be laden, or unladen 
within any the Ports or harbours of the ſaid 
Province : And Our pleaſure is, and for Vs, 
Our Heires, and Succeſſors, Wee charge and 
command , that this Our Declaration ſhall be 
henceforward from time to time received , and 
allowed inall Our Courts, and before all the 
Iudges of Vs Our Heires and Succeflors,for a 
ſuſhcient and lawfull diſcharge payment, and 
acquittance; Commanding all and (ingular, 
our Ottcers and Miniſters of Vs, our Heires 
and Succeffors, and enjoyning them upon paine 
of Our high diſpleaſure, that they doe not pre- 
ſume at any time toattempt any thing to the 
contrary of the premiſes , Or that they doe in 
any ſort withſtand the ſame, but thae they be 
ar all riqnes ayding and affiſting , as is fitting, 
unto the ſaid now Lord Bai/temore, and his 
heires, and to the Inhabitants , RG *"

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_ of Maryland aforeſaid, their ſeruants,minifters, 
fators and , in the full uſe and fruition 


of the benefit of this Our Charter. 

AND FVRTHER, Our pleaſure is, and by 
theſe Preſents for Vs , our Hcires and Succeſ- 
ſors, V Vee doe grant unto the ſaid now Lord 
Baltemere, his heires and aſſignes, and to the 
Tenants, and Inhabitants of the ſaid Province 
of Mary-land, both prefent, and to come, and 
to every of them, that the ſaid Province, Te- 
nants, and Inhabitants of the ſaid Co/ony or 


Countrey , ſhall not from henceforth bee held + 


or reputed as a member , or' a part of the land 
of Virginis,or of any other Colony whatſoever, 
now tranſ ,or hereafter tobe tranſported, 
nor ſhall be depending on, or ſubjeQ ro their 
_— in any thing, from whom Wee 

oc ſeparate that, and them , and Our pleaſure 
is, by theſe Preſents that they bee ſeparated, 
and that they be ſubje&t immediately to Our 
Crowne of England , -as depending. thereof for 
ever. 

AND IF PERCHANCE hereafter it 
ſhould happen, that any doubts or queſtions 
ſhould ariſe, concerning the true ſence and un- 
derftanding of any word, clauſe,or ſentece con- 
tained in this Our preſent Chatter , Wee will, 
ordaine, and command, that atalþtimes,and in 
all things, ſuch Interpretation bee made there- 


of, and allowed in any of Our Courts whatſoe- 
ver, 
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ver, a5 ſhall be judged moſt aduantagious,and 
faiourable unts the the ſaid now Lord Bulte- 
more, his heires and aſſignes. PROVIDED 
alwayes, that no Interpretation bee admitted 
thereof, by which Geds Holy and Truely 
Chriſtian Religion, or the allegeance due unto 
Vs, Our Heires and Succefſors, may in any 
thing ſuffer any prejudice,sr diminution. 

ALTHOVGH expreſſe mention bee not 
made in theſe Preſents, of the true yeerely va- 
lue, or certainty of the premiſes, or of any part 
thereof, or of other gifts and grants, made by 
Vs, Ou: Heires, and Predeceſſers,unto the ſaid 
now Lord Baltemore, or any Statute, Ae, Or- 
dinance, Proviſion, Proclamation, or reſtraint 
heretofore had, made, publiſhed , ordained, or 
provided, or any other thing, cauſe, or macter 
whatſoever a0 & contrary thereof in any wiſe 
notwithftanding. ,
